Whites of nine large, freah 
egas, one and one-quarter curs of granu- 
lated sugar, one cup of sifted flour, one-half 
teaspoon cream tartar, a pinch of salt add- 
ed toeggs before beating. After sifting 
flour four or five times, measure and set 
asideone cup, Then siftand measure one 
and one-quarter caps of granulated sugar ; 
beat whites of eggs till stif'(s wire whip- 
ping spoon is best); add cream of tartar, 

beat all stiff; atir in sugar well, 
then flour very ightly. and flavor. Bake 
in an ungreased tin for about 40 minutes 
in s moderate oven. {Vhen thoroughly 
oold, out the cake out of the pan.

red the way, and mud filled up behind it 
and final'y awept it on. Looking up the 
ully, Mr. Conway could see that earth 
rom its sides was constantly falling in the 
mud river and being swept as a part of it, 

All this material poured over into the 
gorge through which the river rena. It did 
not reach the river, bat spread out and 
piled upon one side of it, Conway saya 
that thia accumulation of debris haa piled 
up all along the valley to 4 depth of 500 to 
1000 feet, and that the Gilgit River flows 
in a sort of canon bailt up by this accuma- 
lation.

These avalanches show how rapidly, un- 
der the influence of moisture, cold and heat, 
the denudation, or crumbling of these stu- 
pendous rock masses of the Himalayas io 
going on. It is this denudation that 
vides the material for mud avalanches. Th 
levelling processes of nature are in contin 
ual operation and millions of tona of rock 
dust and fragments of rock are taken away 
from the upper portion of the mountains and 
deposited in the valleys.

ABANDONED RAILROADS. 


Bansas Enterpriace Tat Have Gone te 
Ruin aad Can't be Given Away. 


There iss railroad in Kansas bridged, 
ironed and ready for business which ita 
owners would be willing to give away if 
they- could find a taker who would be will- 
ing to operate it and assume respunsibilit 
tor itunder the laws of the State. It is 
eighteen miles long and runs from a point 
on the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
twenty miles west of Kansas City south 
to Olathe, the county seat of Johnson 
county. 

It waa originally chartered under @ 
high-sounding name of the “8 Louis, 
Lawrence and Denver,” and in its incep- 
tion ‘was an enterprise of hope and promise. 
It was ascheme to bring the mountain to 
Mahomet. —- — of —— 
Oity’s growing trade and supremacy, an 
a si her citizens scumbived tis os of 
building « railroad behind the rival city. 
This done, they fondly hoped that it would 
be the end of Kansas City, and that Law- 
rence’s greatness would be fixed for all 
time, 

The Missouri Pacific undertook to oper- 
ate the road, and did operate it for some 
years, but the big things that were expected 
of it never materialized. Commerce refus- 
ed to recognize Lawrence's greatness or 
possibilities, and trade followed the longer 
route by wayof Kansas City as before, 
the Lawrence jobbing firm which had orig- 
inally set the project in motion - pulled out 
of the old town and moved to Kansaa City, 
where it has since grown enormously rich, 
and enjoys a trade larger than any other 
house on the Missouri river; 

Then the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe came into possession of the road aad 
tried to make use of it, but that scheme 
failed, Nextitfell intothe hands of the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis, and 
the Olathe and Pleasant Hill end of it waa 
made apart of that system’s Clinton line, 
and as such ia profitable. The other end of 
it was abandoned. —{St. Louia Republic.

The Oolorado Snow Flea 


The observing Colorado miner cannot fur- 
nish you scientific names, yet he will tell 
you at once that red snow is caused by the 
anow flea. The saow flea ia very small, It 
would require about filty of them to equal 
their larger brother of the Eaat in size. 

A peraon walking upright might think 
the snow covered by a very fine dust, but 
if your eyes are good, and you place your 
face within eighteen or twenty inches of 
the snow, you can easily discern the snow 
flea, Although so small as to be almost 
imperceptible to the naked eye, yet they 
are most active, jamping from twelve to 
fifteen inches. 

To the naked eye they appear to be dark 
brown in color, but under a good microscope 
they would be found to be areddish brown. 
During cold weather they stay under the 
bark of trees, but whenit is a nice, warm 
day, and the sun shines brightly, you can 
find them on the southern and eastern 
sldpes of the mountains, where they can 
get the direct rays of the sun, 

During the day they will arcead the 
mountains, sometimes far above the tin ber 
line. When the sun disappears and it geta 
cold, the snoy flea freezes to death. Dur- 
ing the winter great numbers will be thus 
frozen, and their dead bodies color the 
snow.

The en- 
trails should be dropped into a wheel- 
barrow as they are taken from the ani- 
mal. 


Where 10 or 12 pigs are dressed every 
year it will pay to have a suitable build- 
ing arranged for it. An excellent place 
may be made in a driveway between a 
double corn crib, or in a wagon shed or 
an annex to the barn where the feeding 
pen is placed. The building should have 
a stationary boiler in it, and such appar-

4 BATTLE FOUGHT IN 15 MINUTES. 


Defeat ef the Setas by the British 200 ef 
the Bucmy Killed 408 Slaves Bet Free. 


A London despatch says ~The War Of- 
fice has received a despatch sent from Free 
Town, Sierra Leone, to-day, giving the de- 
spatohes sent by Colonel A. f Ellis, Com- 
mander of the British forces operating 
against the Sofas in the interior of Sierra 
Leone. Col. Ellis’ despatches are dated 
Tungea, Jan. 9. He says that he started 
from Warina on Dec. 26. After crossing a 
section of the country 42 miles broad, 
through the whole extent of which the 
Sotas had been going recently, the British 
expedition reached the Rum Kiver on Dec, 
Here « successful attempt was made to 
establish communication with the Konnos 
who were hidden in the forest on the fur- 

ther bank of the river. The Konneos in- 
formed the British that the main body of 
the Sofas had crossed the river on 

18, They had destroyed Yardu, though 
the people of that place had hitherto been 
on friendly terms with them. The Sofas 
then proceeded to Kerrayemna for the 
purpote of joining others of the tribe, their 
Intention being to attack the British at 
Tungea. 

The column crossed the Bum River in 
ursuft of the natives and reached Kerra 
femna on Deo, 31. The place was found 

to be a perfect charnel house, The Sofas 

had slaughtered the inhabitants, men, women 
and children, and then left. The British 
bivouacked in the forest on the night of 

Jan. 1, Long before daybreak, on the 

morning of the 2nd, the British started in 

pursuit ot the enemy, who had evidently 
changed their minds about attacking the 

British, : 

At four o'clock in the morning the British 
came upon the Sofas and féll upon them 
The enemy was taken completely by sur- 
prise, The place had been strongly block- 
aded, but the Britith carried the position in 
& quarter of an hour. Twothundred of the 
Sofas were killed and 70 were taken prison. 
ers. Over 100 slaves, women and children, 
were rescued. The horde of Sofas slave 
traders were completely dispersed. The 
only casualties sustained by the British 
were the severe wounding of Lieat. Gwynn 
and one private, 


Hunting the North Pols 


Arotic exploration has made advances dur- 
ing the year 1893, and two expeditions are 
now locked in the cold embrace of the frozen 
North. These are the exploring parties of 
Peary and Nansen. Lieutenant Peary 
sailed from Portland, Me. intending to visit 
a number of the Labrador forts in search of 
dogs and other equipments, and then push 
on north. He was to leave Upernavik and 
attempt the passage of Melville Bay. His 
vessel is the Falcon, 

Under date of August 11 Peary wrote 
from Falcon Harbour, Bowdoin Bay,Green- 
land, to Chas P. Daly, president of the 
American Geographical Society.

Formerly the Chinese burned sham pe- 
per money, but in these days of en- 
lightenment and foreign intercourse the 
natives of Boongkong, Hangchow and 
other places have come to the concla- 
sion that dollars are more handy to the 
ghosts than clumsy paper money; hence 
they now, to a great extent, supply 
their ancestors and departed friends 
with mock dollars. These are only 
half the size of real dollars, but there 
appears to be no more harm im cheat- 
ing the dead than there is in cheating 
the ving. Besides the deceased are 
not supposed to know the difference, 
for many of them parted this life before 
silver dollars were imported into China. 
A hundred mock carolus doilars, done 
up in boxes, are sold for 84 cash. 

The ation of making this money 
ia interesting. First of all there are 
blocks of tin. which are melted down 
and then poured between boards lined 
with Chinese paper, and when the up- 
per board is pressed down on the lower 
a thickness of tin remains. This is 
next cut up into strips 4 inches long, 


ene wide and an eighth of an inch|* 


thick. Some 10 of these strips are 
placed evenly together, one on top of 
the other, and one end is held between 
the fingers, when the workman pro- 
ceeds to hammer them out till he has 
beaten them so fine that they are now 
8 feet long and a foot broad and so thin 
that they are not thicker than the thin- 
nest paper. This is next pasted on com- 
mon cardboard, which is then cut with 
a punching machine to the size of half 
dollars, and this having been done a 
boy takes the cut ont pieces in hand 
and with two dies, one representing the 
one side and the other the reverse, ham- 
mers impressions of dollars on them, 
and the money is ready for use. 
Another very curious instance of the 
practice of cheating the gods is record- 
ed in. the same journal, but from quite 
a different part ef the country.

This man dreamed, ten years ago, of 
making South Africa, from the Zambesai to 
the Cape, a solid, glorious, patriotic 
Britush colony. He an his work. His 
success was wonderful. _Province  atter 
province fell into his hauds.

fore him, in shadowy form, the fulfilment 
of his dream, 

This is the story of the Hon, Cecil John 
Rhodes, Premier of Cape Colony, Managing 
Director of the Imperial British South 
Africa Company, know from Cape Town to 
Niaumkorio as the Diamond King.

The price of diamonds was 
lower then than it ever was before or has 
beer since, Every one saw clearly that 
such a state of affairs was suicidaland that 
the diamond industry was becoming leas 
profitable every day. Several attempte 
were made to establish an agreement among 
the companies, but so conflicting were the 
interesta involved, and so stubborn was 
each company in maintaining ite rights, that 
these endeavors were unsuccessful. The 
leading men of South Africa tried their 
hand at effecting an amalgamation and 
failed, Atthe proper time Rnodes tried 
it, and under his masterful guidance the 
De Beers Company absorbed the othera,one 
by one, until at last, in 1889, every dia- 
mond mining company in Kimberley was 
incorporated in the De Beers Consolidated 
Mines, Limited, capital £3.950,000, The 
diamond industry of South Africa was at 
last controlled by one organization, and 
from that day to this the price of diamonds 
all over the world has, with but few excep- 
tions remained even and unchanged. To 
convey an idea of the immensity of the 
acheme which Rhodes carried through, it 
is only necessary to copy from the annual 
report this sentence: 

** In the fifteen months ending June 30, 
1892, there were hauled from the mines 
3,338,553 loads of blue ground, yieldin 
3,035,451 carate of diamonds, which allied 
£3,931,542.” 

Mr. Riodes was ambitious, He wanted 
to be rich and he wanted to be powerful. 
The first he knew would pave an easy way 
for the second, and #0 for several years he 
devoted himself to the accumulation of 
money. His fortune to-day is estimated at 
from $60,000,000 to $75,000,000. To him, 
however, money was merely a means, notf 
an end. An English writer once said to 
him ; 

“He woald no more dream of hoarding | 
money for his own sake than a party leade. 
would hoard the votes of his followers. A 
million pounds was to him an instrument o 
power, a weapon of ambition.” 

Cecil Rhodes looked farther than Kimberr 
ley. He was fired by the ever-fresh dis- 
coveries of gold and other valuable deposits 
in the Transvaal, and he resolved to la 
hands on the vast regions lying to the nort 
~~regions, in his belief, as rich as any that 
had been discovered yet, His dealings with 
the diamond mines had brought him into 
relations not only with many native chiefs, 
but with many influential persons at home, 
aod with their aid, after many voyages to 
England, and lenthy negotiations in two | 
continents, he obtained aroyal charter for | 
the Brinish South Africa Company. This | 
success stamped him at once as the foremost | 
man in the Cape Colony. 

Before ho obtained this charter he sent 
trasted emissarias to King Lo Bengula,who 
ruled not only over Matabeleland bat aleo 
lorded it over Mashonaland.

Risks of Belence., 


In 1864 Tyndall performed the experiment 
of separating light from heat. In the 
course of the investigation which enabled 
him todo this he made one of the most 
daring experiments that ever a scientific 
man ventured on. Mr. Jeanes seid :— 
“Knowing a layer of iodine placed before 
the eye intervepted the light, he determined 
to place his own eye in the focus of strong 
invisible rays. He knew that if in —s 
so the dark rays were absorbed in a hig 
degree by the hamoura of the eye, the al- 
bamen of the humoura might coagulate ; 
and,on the other hand, if there was no 
high absorption the raya might strike upon 
the retina with a force sufficient to destroy 
it. When he first brought his eye, ande- 
fended, near the dark focus, the heat of the 
parts surrounding the pupil was too intense 
to be endure }, He therefore made an aper- 
ture in the plate of metal, and placing his 
eye bebind this aperture he gradually ap- 
proached the point of convergence of the 
invisible rays, First the pupil and next 
the retina were placed in the fuous without 
any sensible damage. Immediately atter- 
ward « sheet of platinam foil placed in the 
osition which the retina had occupied be- 
pme red-hot.”

Red Lead Preserves freon Werk. 


Tn a paper on the influences of chemi ca 
agents in producing injury to iron and steell 
W. Thomason referred to the effecta of 
different paints and varnishes used for the 
preservation of atractural iron andateel from 
rust. He stated that after long experiment. 
ing, he had arrived at the conclusion that 
red lead paint ie the beat preservative. He 
explained this by the fact that although red 
lead is a highly oxidizing substance'it pro- 
duces askin of the unoxidizable and pro- 
tective black of magnetic oxide on the iron 
iteelf under the paint.

Any nation or combination of 
nations which was able to wrest from Great 
Britain her supremacy of the seaa could 
bring her to her knees without landing a 
single soldier on Knglish soil, He did not 
believe any,Government was justified in ex- 
ting a long era of peace, The French and 
Ransion Governmenta were pushing forward 
with all speed the work in their dock. 
yards, Certain movements made of late 
years in Asia were only too obviously 
directed against England. While there 
were indications that France and Russia 
were earnestly bent upon peace, their main 
arrangements evidently were prompted by 
the assumption of conflict with 
sooner or later, "A or combined. He 
believed that the glish people were 
amicably disposed towards France, bat he 
muatadmit, with the deepest regret, t he 
conviction that the French were hostile to 
England. Finally, Mr. Balfour appealed to 
the electors to influence their representa- 
tives in Parliament by all possible means to

pledge the Opposition, he said, to co-operate 
cordially with the Government in ita every 
effort to increase England's naval and mili- 
tary power.

life to become useful and respected citizens. 

Reader—have you room for one in your 
home? 

They are placed out under regulations 
issued by the Provincial Government and 
those who desire one or more of them should 
send their applications, addressed—“' The 
Children’s Aid Society, 32 Contederation 

Life Buildings, Toronto, Oat.” The appli- 
cations should be accompanied by three 
references. One from a minister and two 
from people of known standing in the 
neighborhood.

adoption, and at preeent has in ite shelter 
under its control, six boys from 6 mos, to 
34 and one of 7 years of age. Perhaps 
readers of this article could inform the 
Society of likely homes for some of these 
children.

A Brother Shoots Mis 4ister aad Mi meet lf. 


A Moutveal deapatch says :—There was a 
shocking tragedy on Champ de Mars street 
this morning. 

Philias Dufresne, aged 28, shot his 
married sister through the head and. then 
shot himself in the temple. Both are 
dead, 

Mrs. Brunelle, the murdered woman, 
kept the house, 126 Champ de Mara atreet, 
four of the rooms being let to boarders, 
The house is large and is kept in o cleanly 
manner. Mra, Brunelle lived apart from 
her husband, Last fall her brother, 
Philias Dufresne, returned from the United 
States where he had been for years pur- 
suing his trade as cigarmaker. He waa o 
consumptive. Two week age he had to 
leave hia work in Montreal. Lately he has 
heen depressed and strange in his manner, 
He alwaya sleeps with a loaded revolver 
under hia pillow, Sometimes he said to 
his sister, “J am going to die and you will 
be all alone in the worki: it would be 
better if we could die together,” 

Last night he was heard walking his bed. 
room all through the night. This morning 
the sister-In-iaw of the murderer left him 
in the house with his victim. The rest of 
the boarders were away. Returning about 11 
o'clock she found Mra, Branelle lying on 
the floor, fallen from the chair by a windew 
where she was knitting. The sister-in-law 
raised an alarm, and then there was heard 
a thud anda faint noise, Re-entering the 
room Philias Dufreane was feund sitting in 
a chair behind the door, dead. He had 
evidemtly only shot himselt after his sister- 
in-law's retara. 

The interier of the room had the appear+ 
ance of ashambles, The police were noti- 
fied and Sergeant Soullieres and Snob 
Constable Girard went to the scene with 
Ir, Bouchard. They found the uafortanate 
brother and sister past all aid. The woman 
was shet twice, once im the front of the 
forehead and agaim at the side, The maa 
evidently bekd the revolver clone te his 
head, The walls and furmiture were a 
ghastly sight. 

Brunelle ie described as a woman 
of twenty-one —_ handsome, of very 
quiet ways and seldom going out of the 
Ouse.

Prof. Weiler 
usea two electrodes, cr metal surfaces con- 
nected in an electric cireuit, anda milky 
mixture of triturated sulphate of quinine in 
oil ofturpentine.

Where the Sea is Transparent. 

The eea is extremely transparent in the 
neighborhood of the Bermudas, those Brit- 
ish powsessions which are situated in mid- 
Atlantic. The transparency, s so great that 
the fishermen have no diffienlty in seeing 
the horns of lobater. protra’ing from their 
hiding placea at considerable deptha To 
entice these crustaceans from their crannies 
they tie a number of anails ina ball, and 
dangle them in ‘ront of the cautious lobster, 
When the ball is seized the lobster is haul- 
ed up. These islands are composed of blown 
coral sand, and in the proximity of coral 
formations the sea is usually ‘more trans- 
parent than elaewhere. In the West Indian 
sean, objects may be clearly seen at a dep”h 
of 150 feet, and in the Arctic Ovean objecta 
are visible at rather more than half that 
depth.

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TASK OF A LION TAMER 


Patience and ron Nerve Needed. 


Animals Born in Captivity Are Tee stapid 
and Trainteg Sheald be Begun at 28 
Sarty Age-Amesabie te Pear Mere 
Than Anything. 

Lions which are to be trained for per- 
forming in pablic must be taken when 
young. Abeut nine or ten months ia the 
age, a8 the training can rarely be im- 
parted after they have begun to get their 
second teeth. Lions born in captivity are 
nearly or quite useless for exhibition pur- 
age thy y are generally very stupid and 

ing in spirit, the revult frequently of 

in ing. The beat lions come from Nu- 
bia and Abyssinia. The females are mach 
more clever and teachable, bat the males 
present the more imposing appearance, and 
are therefore more sought after. The nat- 
eral emotion which the beasts feel toward 
man is fear. Consequently, the first step 
in their edacation is to teach them that the 
homan beings see have no intention 
of bh them. This confidence being 
establ; by familiarity with the trainer, 
they are tanght to wear a collar with a 
chain attached. This is often « difficalt 
matter to teach, for the lions would kill 
themeelves if they were chained up, and 
must be constantly watched until they 
have become accustomed to the collar. 
Having esteblished in some degree at least 
the entente cordiale, the trainer begins 
with simple tricks, teaching the beasta to 
sit on a chair or lie in « certain position. 
For this advance patience and gentleness 
are requisite; the animals rarely fail to 
show signs of temper at the restraint, but 
the trainer gives them mo until they 
have realized that it will be better for them 
todo what is required. Ifa lion has be- 
egme too large and streng, the work is 
doubly difficult ; for if he turns out to be « 
rogue, the efforte of the trainer may be 
fruitless, On very rare occasions lions 
whose training began at the age of two or 
three years have been made into successful 
performers. 


SULEY AND SLOW TO LEARN, 


Lions are very obstinate and eulky brutes 
and their training is generally one of fear, 
but they learn to detect the ditlerence be- 
tween harsh and kindly words-~a sign of 
marked progress in their education. When 
this is learned, and the animal hae gained 
some idea of obedience and is thoroughly 
famitiar with his trainer, the real work be- 
gina. The lion’s special qualities are soon 
discerned and he isset to learn that spe- 
cialty for which his build and degree of 
cleverness fithim, For example, the riding 
lion, when about six montha old, is put in 
& cage next to that which contamina his 
special horse, and the two beasts soon grow 
acquainted with each other. They also 
have « better opportunity, for the young 
lion i# taken when hardly larger than a cat 
and made accustomed to the borae’s beck. 
Once this is learned, the elaboration of the 
performances is easier, but so much does 
the success of the trick depend on the 
acoord existing between lion and horse that 
it has been found possible only when the 
same lion and the same horse are alwaya 
exhibited together. In time the lion 

ows too heavy for the horse and this per- 

ormance then ceases to bein the lion's re- 
pertoire. 

Although lions grow until they reach the 
age of Gor 7 years, what may be termed 
their prime of life ia reached when they are 
3 years old. At this age, however, they 
are not yet perfecte | in their traming, but 
‘still show many infantile traits aud seem to 
lack the courage seen in the older specimens. 
Experienced trainera rarely have any diffi- 
culties with their charges, for to a watchful 
man, acoustomed t> the ways of the beaate, 
they rarely fail to give a warning of an im- 
pending outbreak. They areal ways obstin- 
tate and inclined to shirk their work and 
are rather fitfulin temper, This is moat 
noticeable when they have been too well 
fed, for then they object to being disturbed, 
and if forced to work are “nasty.” They 
are more obedient in cool weather; Is is 
found also that they are apt to salk if called 
upon to perform too often, The secret of 
success in training ia care in the diet and 
general condition of the creatures, 


TRAINERS MUST KEEP COOL, 


The use of the whip varies among differ- 
ent trainers. The loag lash is used when 
working at a distance; some trainers also 
bars.

An Association Formed Whose Ob- 
ject is to Improve Ontario 
Highways 


Hew Geed Beads Pay and Hew They 
Sheonid Pay. 


At the meeting last week in Toronto of 
the Read Reform Convention.an asecciation 
was formed which will doultless become « 
most important and useful inetitution, be- 
ing composed altogether of practical farm. 
ere and others, interested in the improve- 
ment of Canadian reada, 

Mr. A. Pattatlo, of Woodstock, was 
elected President of the new Association, 
and after a few preliminary remarke sa to 
the importance of the subject, and upon 
the roads of ancient times, Mr. Pattulle 
referred to the interest now being awak. 
ened in Canada, and the exiatenceat present 
of a systematic and organized agitation, 
likely to secure general and practical 
results, The Provincial Government has 
published « balietin on the topic, the press 
haa teemed with articles, and various 
bodies haveex pressed interest in reform. Our 
neighbors in the United States, have, how- 
ever, a0 Ontario in the matter. 
There the question ie alike national, State 
and local, and « petition has been 
ed asking for a Road Department in con‘ 
nection with the United'States De t 
ler pone ea while there is a National 

Inquiry Bureau, under charge of Gen. 
Roy Stone, an intelligent and enthusias- 
tie advocste of the cause. Other instita- 
tions and organizations exist for the same 
rpose, Fourteen States of the Union 
have recently passed new laws on the sub- 
ject, and others are moving in the same 
direction. The Americans have gone to 
work, as well, and have in: many * nag 
made good roads. Kasex County, N. J,, 
has in 25 years epent $1,700,000 cn roads ; 
Union County, N. J., in eve experiment 
spent $350,000 in macadamizing highways; 
Staten Island has spent $309,000 in the 
seme way. In these the work done has 
paid for iteelf, 


AS TO STATUTE LABOR. 


The present system in Canada is that of 
statute labor, Itis a systen which ma 
have done well enough in the old pioneer 
dayva, but which nae Sone outlived its ase- 
fulness, and should be modited at once. In 
time it must be replaced more ratioial 
and intelligent methods,and « more general 

m capable of producing good resulta, 

he defects of the statute labor system are 
that it places work <a skill and sa- 
perior intelligence under the direction of 
those who may possess neither, and who 
seldom have any special training for such 
duty. For his law business, for his barn- 
building, for medical treatment, for his 
cheese-making,a farmer employs competent 
experts ; for build'ng his roada, over which 
he mustdrive his familyand takehis produce 
to market, he places his work in the handsof 
those who know nothing of the principles of 
road- building, and whose appointment bas 
usually more refereace to manicipal polt- 
tics than to their fitness for the piace. A 
second defect is that all the work of road 
making and repair is uaasily done in about 
one week, and during the worst part of the 
season, abous the end of July or the begin- 
ning of Angust, when in many kinds of 
soil the ground is so dry asto make 
grading difficult or impossible, as well as 
more expensive and lees effective shan in 
May or early June. Statate labor is worth 
tesa than 500 a day, and is often worse than 
worthless because of the harm done by 
ignorant pathmasters. Is it not folly to 
have labor worth so little done in Tis. 
when a farmer's time is worth $2 — day? 

However, he wouldnotabolish the system 
until there is something better to take its 
place; and vastly better work can be done 
on t/eaverage under it and especially by 
using the power municipalities have of 
commuting it. The question of supervision 
is the important one, as is that of con- 
tinuous repairing and maintenance, 


@00D ROADS PAY, 


It is untrue that « ag system would 
be unduly expensive, Mr, Pattallo said, for 
had roads cost more than good ones, In 
Great Britain the saving of good roads is 
$25,000,000 a year; Massachusetts loses 
from $5.000,000 to$10,000,000a year through 
bad roads; Lilinoisis computed to lose $16,- 
000.000 a year from the same cause ; the 
cost to the United States of its bad roads 
is said to be $250,000,0%) a year. Good 
roads in the United States would save 2. 
009,000 draught animals, worth $170,000,. 
000 and coating $100,000,000 a year. Fur. 
ther, in many counties in the United States 
10,000 animals are kept idle four weeks in 
the year through bad roads, at a cost of $70,- 
0u0, In the wnole United States it is es. 
temated that the 50,000,L00 of draught ani- 
mals are kept idle long enough to lose $15 
per head in the year. In Ontario there 

are 350,000 working horses, and at $4 per 
head loas of time through bad roads through 
the vear—not a big rate—the total loss is 
enormous; and Mr, Pattullo thought the 
loss far greater than this estimate. Then 
there ia the loss in-injuries to horses and 
vehicles, Take the cheese industry.

Eng'and's Groatest Enemy- 


The one-formidable enemy of Great Bri- 
tain is Rassia. ition of this 
obvious trath does not of itself iavolve any 
censure. It is the result ofa nateral law 
which has been repeatedly and emphatically 
recognized by the Governments of India 
and of Russia, as well as by our military 
and naval departments, To fancy that the 
two empires can thrive and develop in oon- 
cord and amity is to trast that the egg may 
be hatched and the chickens grow up to 
hen’s estate without ever breaking the 
shell. Russia's appetite for land is as 
insatiable as Evysichthon’s hanger for food. 
The story of her advance in Central Asia 
— the last quarter of a century is the 
record of broken promises, violated treation, 
deliberate deception, and every kaown 
category of double — —— to 
stay ber further progress y journalistic 
eloquence or diplomatic tact ia about as 
reasonable as was Mrs. Partington’s attempt 
to drive out the Atlantic Ocean with a mop. 
We have placed implicit trast in these 
commendable methods for over twenty-five 
years with no better results than the 
sharpening of our wits, the blanting of our 
territorial appetites, and the deepening of 
our insight into the unexplored labyrinths 
of human casuistry. 

Even Russia's ical friends in England 
candidly admit that itis ‘hopeless to at- 
tempt to induce her to content herself with 
her present trontiers in the East And for 
the best of possible reasons, Conscious of 
her civilizing mission, she has cast her 
bread a the waters, and is determined 
to find it alter not too many days.

Latent . powers 
fesiae in the humblest of ua withont our 
active knowledge, or with little suspicion of 
their existence, but itis our daty to look for 
them, to locate them and bring them for- 
ward for all that they are worth. Uccas- 
ionally a sudden emergency will reveal some 
of them as mach to our own surprise as tha 
of others, Ewen physical efforta that had 
never been dee possible will be pat 
forth under the stress of circumstancest 
This is aleo true in the moral and intellect- 
ual order, but we should not wait for some 
external force to elicit the latent forces of 
the heart of mind, It is impossible to com- 
pate the amount of benefit or loss that is 
involved in their neglect or cultivation. 
Consequently every rational being should 
regard it as one of his most binding duties 
to discover his capbalities, and so to culti- 
vateandexercise them that they shall.grow 
surely and steadily, enabling him to give 
out their beet reaulta not by fits and starts 
but for the permanent benefit of society.

There was a heavier fall on Wednesday 
vight, beginning about 6 o'clock and con. 
tinuing with more or leva severity throagh- 
out the night. Men were at work all night 
salting and clearing the streets ‘or trattic, 
while early on Tharsday morning some 200 
** unemployed ” men were engaged to help 
in the work of clearance. On Thursday 
night nd on Friday between 509 or 600 
more men were srg IF The extra men 
are paid at the rate of Gd an howr, and al- 
theugh several consecutive hours’. work 
could often be found for large nambera of 
them, it ia found that in many instances 
they desire to “ knock off” after an hour or 
two's labor, This they are allowed to do, 
and they are paid according to the time 
ich they have worked.—{London City

The heir to the 
titlé and property is the well-cnown sporte- 
man Prince Esterhazy The E-terhazy fam- 
ily has deen celebrated for its wealth since 
1238, when the estates of Solomon Estoras 
were divided between his two sons, who 
assumed the names of Zerhazy and Iliye- 
hazy, Fraccia Zerhazy, « descendant 
assumed the name of Eaterhazy in 1584., 
The priacely branch of the house was found. 
ed in the seventeenth century by the fourth 
Paal Esterhazy, who was raised to that 
rank for military services, His descend. 
ants have played a distinguished E ges in 
military, diplomatic, areintic, and social 
history. Nicholas succeeded to the estates 
in 1866 and married Lady Sarah Villiers, a 
daughter of the Earl of Jersey.

Deats from Uarbolio Acid. 

A Parliamentary returo has been issued 
showing the number of deaths in England 
and Wales in the five yeara from 1887 to 
to 189) canted by the taking of carboli« 
acid. In 1887 the total was 52, of whiol, 27 
were due to accident and 25 to suicide. In 
the fo! owing year the number had increas 
ed to 92, owing to the larger proportion of } 
suicides, which stood at 64, while the num- 
ber of deaths attributed to accident was 
the same as in the previous year. There 
was, too. one case of murder or man-elaagh- 
ter. In 1889 the total fell to 68, and, our- 
iously enough, the number of deaths attri- 
bated to carbolic pomoning by accident was 


‘| again, for the third year in succession, 27, 


while the number of suicides was put at 41. 
The total for 1890 showed an increas of 
only one over that for 1899, the deaths from 
accident numbering 26, and the cases of 
suicide 43, In 1891 the total rose to 94, 
being made up of 31 deaths by accident and 
63 by suicide. The total for the five years 
waa 373, viz. :—~Accident, 135 ; auicile, 296; 
murder or mansiaughter, 1. Of the 375 
deaths, 182 were those of males and 193 
those of females; but it is somewhat re. 
markeble that, while 84 males poisoned 
themselves with carbolic acid by accident, 
as compared with 54 females, the number 
of males who tock it in order to commit 
scicide was 95, ae against no fewer than 138 
females.

And yet people expect me to be civil when 
I drive ten miles through a blinding anow- 
atorm to attend them pro‘essionally.”

Hence it is that some country 
dootora take to drink, or dazed for want of 
reat, take an overdose of some sedative, or 
mistake the laudanum bottle for that con- 
taining the juice of the white wheat. Hard. 
ly ® month passes without some accident of 
thie kind, and while the death certificate 
reads “accidentally poisoned,” the real 
cause of dissolution is overwork, worry and 
lack of sleep. : 

Yet notwithstanding the storm and the 
enow, the rongh roads and the blackness of 
midnight, the aching head and the long and 
lonely drive, it ia the particular and crown- 
ing gory of the country doctor that he sel- 
dom or never refuses to. go on his errand of 
healing and merey at the call of distress.

He traces it from the daya when it was 
an active and honourable appointment, be- 
atowed by the autocratic will of the reign- 
ing sovereign upon county magnates or 
court favourites, till it had dwindled down, 
toward the middle of the last century, to 
an empty title, and shows how it has since 
come to be claimed as an indisputable right 
by members desiring by that way to vacate 
& seat. 

Originally the grant was stated to he 
made because the Chancellor of ~ ek 
e ver ‘‘reposed especial trust and confi. 
iene in the care and fidelity” of the 
recipient, but the scandal occasioned by 
the fact that the notorious Mr. Edwin 
lames, Queea’s counsel, in 1861, fled the 
country ‘for pressing personal rea ona, 
immediately after obtaining thie pominal 
office, was too much, and Mr. Gladstone 
therefore expunged the honorific words 
from the form of the warrant.
